SECTIOi^  B.— GENEEAL  PEOYISIOT^  OE  HEALTH 
SEEVICES  FOE  THE  AEEA. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Specimens  are  sent  to  tlie  laboratorj?'  at  tFe  Hull 
Eoyal  Infirmary  and  to  the  Clinical  Eesearch  Associa- 
tion in  London.  Tlie  following  examinations  were 
carried  out  during  tlie  year: — Swabs  from  tbe  nose 
and  tbroat,  71.  Specimens  of  sputum,  55.  Otlier 
specimens,  4. 

Examinations  of  water  samples  are  carried  out  by 
tbe  Borough  Analyst  at  his  own  laboratory. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. 

One  motor  ambulance  is  maintained  by  tbe  County 
Council  and  is  available  for  use  in  tlie  Borougdi.  Tbe 
supplj”  is  adequate  at  present. 

T's’ursing  in  the  Home. 

Tbe  Council  subscribes  tbe  sum  of  ten  pounds  per 
annum  to  tbe  Beverley  Town  J^ursing  Association,  and 
is  able  to  call  upon  tbe  services  of  tbe  district  nurse  as 
required. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

A minor  ailment  clinic  is  beld  every  morning  in 
connection  with  tbe  Scbool  Clinic  and  tbe  same 
facilities  are  available  for  cbildren  under  scbool  age  as 
for  those  attending  scbool,  including  tbe  services  of  tbe 
Opbtbalmic  and  Aural  Surgeons. 

Hospitals. 

Tbis  is  mainly  a service  maintained  by  tbe  County 
Council,  but  arrangements  exist  for  tbe  admission  of 
cases  of  pneumonia  to  tbe  BeA^erlej^  Cottage  Hospital. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Tbe  Maternity  and  Cbild  Welfare  Centre  is  beld 
every  Wednesday  afternoon.  Tbe  number  of  cbildren 
wbo  attended  for  tbe  first  time  during  tbe  year  was  145, 
and  tbe  total  number  wbo  attended  was  271.  Tbe 
attendances  of  cbildren  under  1 year  of  age  were  2,209, 
and  of  cbildren  between  tbe  ages  of  1 and  5 years,  1,498. 

Tbe  Healtb  Visitor  paid  241  first  visits,  and  a total 
of  801  to  cbildren  under  1 year  of  age,  and  1,168  visits 
to  cbildren  between  tbe  ages  of  1 and  5. 

Tbe  amount  of  dried  milk  supplied  at  cost  price  to 
motliers  attending  the  Centre  was  1,600  lbs. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

The  numl)er  of  wo, men  wlio  attended  the  Ante-natal 
Clinic  was  124  as  compared  with  57  in  1937.  Tbis 
figure  rey)resents  59'(j%  of  the  total  notified  births  (live 
and  stilly  and  shows  how  much  the  work  at  tbis  clinic 
has  increased.  A fortnightly  session  is  beld  at  present, 
but  any  further  increase  in  tiie  attendance  will 
necessitate  the  holding  of  a session  once  a week. 
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Nine  dental  sessions  were  conducted  by  the  Dental 
Surgeon  during'  the  year  and  28  women  attended.  Most 
of  tlie  women  bad  teetli  wliicli  were  in  an  advanced  state 
of  caries,  and  285  teetli  were  extracted,  whilst  only  14 
were  in  a condition  to  justify  conservative  treatment. 
Gas  and  Oxygen  was  administered  in  all  cases  by  the 
Medical  Othcer,  and  13  dentures  were  supplied  to  8 
women.  Scalings  were  performed  in  4 cases.  It  is 
impossible  to  provide  adequate  treatment  unless  mothers 
attend  the  clinic  at  an  early  period  of  pregnancy,  and 
I am  glad  to  state  that  the  midwives  are  making  a 
marked  effort  to  persuade  their  patients  to  pay  an  early 
visit. 


Child  Life  Peotection. 

The  number  of  persons  who  were  receiving  children 
for  reward  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  4,  and  the  number 
of  children  so  received  was  4.  The  Health  Visitor  paid 
37  visits  to  these  children  and  no  Court  proceedings  were 
taken.  All  the  homes  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Oethopaedic  Cases. 

Cases  are  sent  for  consultation  to  the  Clinic  at 
Driffield  held  in  connection  with  the  Yorkshire 
Children’s  Hospital  at  Kirbymoorside,  and  when 
necessary  are  admitted  to  that  hospital. 


SECTION  C.— SANITAEY  CIECHMSTANCES  OF 
THE  AEEA. 


1.  (i.)  Watee. 

During  the  year,  147  houses  were  newly  supplied 
with  water  from  the  Corporation  AVaterworks,  the  total 
number  of  houses  now  supplied  being  3,493. 

A constant  watch  has  been  kept  upon  the  water 
during  the  year,  and  samples  have  been  regularly  sub- 
mitted to  the  Borough  Analyst  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination ; 55  samples  have  been 
taken  for  these  purposes  during  the  year.  All  the 
filtered  samples  taken  from  the  reservoir  have  been 
satisfactory  in  fevery  way,  and  the  following  report 
shows  the  state  of  the  water  in  December  : —

These  were 
collected  fro,m  182,070  dust  bins,  28,728  pail  closets, 
9,771  privies  and  7,199  middens. 

The  estimated  w^eight  collected  per  day  per  1,000 
of  the  population  is  1 ton  0’57  cwts. 

The  estimated  weight  collected  per  day  per  1,000 
houses  is  3 tons  9 '32  cwts. 

The  average  amount  of  refuse  collected  from  each 
house  during  the  year  is  1 ton  5 ‘3  cwts. 

All  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.

(V.)  Smoke  Abatement. 

No  statutory  smoke  nuisances  kave  been  discovered 
during  the  year. 

(vi.)  Swimming  Baths. 

Tbe  slipper  batlis  are  open  all  the  year  round,  and 
tlie  number  of  persons  wbo  used  tbem  is  2,546. 

Tbe  swimming  batb  was  opened  on  tbe  1st  May, 
being  closed  in  October  as  tbe  building  was  required  as 
a decontamination  depot.  Tbe  number  admitted  to  tbe 
batb  during  tbe  year — exclusive  of  scbool  children  and 
tbose  bolding  season  tickets — ^is  9,082. 

Tbere  exists  no  provision  for  tbe  systematic  filtering 
and  cleansing  of  tbe  water,  wbicb  is  cbanged  three 
times  a week. 

(vii.)  Eradication  of  itie  Bed  Bug. 

Five  Council  bouses  and  14  other  bouses  were  found 
to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs  during  the  year.  All  these 
bouses  and  tbe  belongings  of  tbe  tenants  were  dis- 
infested by  means  of  sulphur  candles  and  tbe  use  of 
Yermicene. 

All  bouses  in  Clearance  Areas  and  the  furniture 
tlierein  are  inspected  previous  to  tbe  tenants’  removal  to 
Council  bouses  and  if  tbere  is  any  indication  that  bed 
bugs  are  present,  tbe  Council  carry  out  disinfestation  as 

above  described.

On  account  of  tbe  large  and  increasing  number  of 
Ijouses  owned  ])y  tbe  Council,  I am  of  the  opinion  that 
in  the  very  near  future  a qualified  person  will  be 
refpiired  for  tlie  purposes;  of  supervising  and  educating 
the  tenants  to  j)revent  infestation  of  the  bouses  or  re- 
in feslaiicjii  afier  cleansing.

SECTION  F.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL 
OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  were  13  cases  of  scarlet  fever  as  compared 
with  38  in  1937  and  03  in  1936,  and  13  cases  of 
diplillieria  as  compared  with  17  in  1937  and  88  in  1936. 

There  were  no  (!ases  of  oplilhalmia  neonatorum. 

Thei-e  was  one  case  of  poliomyelitis,  which  was 
eontracI(Ml  at  a Hoys’  Cam]).  This  w^as  sent  to 
Kirhymoorside  as  soon  as  it  was  discovered  and  the  boy 
is  making  good  i)rogress. 
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There  were  37  cases  of  pneumonia  notified  and  11 
of  these  were  in  people  over  65. 

During  the  second  half  of  the  year  I offered  to 
immunize  all  the  children  of  8 and  under  attending  the 
elementary  schools,  and  I am  glad  to  say  that  this  met 
with  a very  satisfactory  response  from  the  parents. 
Using  T.A.F.  (B  and  W)  and  giving  three  injections  I 
have  immunized  460  children,  representing  58.1  per 
cent  of  those  children.  I have  no  doubt  that  when  I 
make  another  appeal  this  year  we  shall  find  many  more 
parents  willing  to  allow  their  children  to  be  done,  and  I 
have  now  commenced  doing  the  toddlers  at  the  Welfare

Tlie  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  237,  giving  a birth  rate  of  16'7  per  1,000 
l)opulatioii,  as  coni])ared  with  a total  of  230  and  a rate 
of  10'2  ill  1937.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  15T. 

The  still  birth  rate  was  44’3  per  1,000  total  births.
